CLEANING WOOLENS.
The Recognized Anthorlty of Europe Tells

How It Can He Done.
Opinions on the best methods of

cleaning woolens are so Infinitely
different, and so various and contra-
dictory are the statements of .practical
papers on this point, that it appears to
me a remunerative and interesting task
to cxamino tho matter thoroughly. I
trie.l the various degrees of hoat, from
the hottest to the coolest temperature,
and I employed all the favorite clean-
ing materials one after the other-so- ap,

borax, ammonia, benzine and
mixtures of those articles. The results
were so dooided, and so plainly marked,
that the following conclusion? must bo
regarded as definitely established:

1. Tho liquid used for washing must
be as hot as possible.

2. For thu removal of greasy dirt,
sweat, etc., borax is of so littlo value
that its application would be muro
waste. Soap lye alone is bettor, but
tho preference must be given to soap
lye along with ammonia. This mixt-
ure works wonders by quickly dissolv-
ing dirt from particular parts of un-
derclothing which are hard to clean -- o.
It raises and revives even bright col-

ors and is altogether excellent.
3. On the othor hand, for eloaning

white woolen goods there is nothing
which even approaches borax. Soap
lye and borax, applied boiling hot,
gives whits woolen a looseness and
a dazzling whiteness which thoy often
do not possess when now.

4. If shrinking Is to be entirely
avoided, the drying must be acceler-
ated by repeatedly pressing the wool-
ens between soft cloths. In no caso
ahould woolens be let dry in the sun.
as In this case thoy become dry and
hard. They are bust dried In a mod-
erate current of air, and in cold
weathor in a warm place, not too near
the stove.

For colored goods there should be
prepared a lye of seven quarts of soft
water and two ounces of the best soft
soap, the quantities boing, of courso,
modi Bod according to judgment and
the dirtiness of the articles. The soap
is dissolved over the Are, and the lye,
properly stirred up, is dlyidod into
two vessels, to one of which is added a
teaspoonful of ammonia for each quart
of lye. The wooleus must be entered
st a neat which the hand can not bear,
and the fabrto must consequently be
turned andpressed with smooth wooden
stirrers. Thoy are then pressed out aa

' far aa poaslblo and transferred to the
second lye, containing ao ammonia,
and which by this time has becomo so
cool that the articles can bo pressed by
hand, but no twlstlngor wringingmust
take place. They are thou pressed be-

tween three or four soft dry towels, till
the latter no longer become wet.

.For white woolens there is added,
instead of ammonia, a teaspoonful of
powdered borax to each quart of soap
lye. and the operation is otherwise con-tiaot-

exactly aa above describtd. If
the second lye is too soapy, it may be
dilated with little hot water.

After two or three lota of woolens
have thus been washed, the lye must
be heated again the first lot being put
aside to settle, the aecond being made
first with the addition of ammonii-- t or
borax, aa the case may be, and fresh
lye made for the aocond. Muster-fait-ungfv- .tr

German Wage-worker- s.

Official rtenree Full of Intercut te Ameri-
can Worklnjmrn.

The State Department is receiving a
large amount of Interesting informa-
tion from our consular corps abroad.
Among tho recent reports is tho follow-

ing In relation to wages and labor in
Germany: '

Tiio common laborers among the
weavers in the mills around Crcfohl,
Germany, receive 92.8G per week, and
tho day's work Is littlo less than twelvo
hoursi Carpenters, machinists, spin-
ners, etc., are paid from $3.67 to $5.24
pur week, Consul Pottor reports that
those people are ablo to live on these
wages, notwithstanding that coffee is
retailed at 33 cents per pound, butter
at 31, beef at 14 and salt pork at 18.
Ono mill operative gives figures td
show that his family of four costs on
an averago 89 cents per week for each
for food. It Is wonderful how thoy do
It. Cottages are rented to tho em-

ployes by the mill owners at about
US40 per year, and If tho family occu-
pies the cottage continuously for 19
years then, by a provision of the con-
tract, the property becomes arnolutely
theirs. If the promises are abandoned
boforo the expiration of that timo the
renters accumulated rights are for-
feited. This advantage of this system
to employes and employers is evident.
Tho proprietor secures and retains
good and skillful workmen, while the
employe, tnrougn a Kinu oi compui-sory.syste- m

of saving, secures a home
for his old age.

Farm laborers about Crcfold receive
$71 per year with board, whou In
charge of teams. Second lahorcrs aro
paid only $39 annually with board. A
farm hand whon living separately can
earn $142, tho wife being paid $11.90
during harvest timo. With tho salo of
goats milk, a pig and vegetables, tho
laborer's family receives $228 per an-

num.
Farms around Mayeneo, in the Grand

Duchv of Hesse, aro not conducted on
tho most advanced principles, and the
land is very much cut up into small
parcels and worked by multitudes of
proprietors, and hand-labo- r plays an
important part. Twelve years is the
time for which a farm is rented, reports
Consul Smith, and tho rental is about
$7.25 per annum per year.

Consul Harper, at Munich, reports
that farms in Bavaria are rented at
$2.40 to $1.78 per acre, accouling to
size. Farm laborors receive from $23
to $71 per year, with board. Day la-

borers, without board, aro paid 38 to
47 cents per day for men, and 23 to 35
for women. Tho shortest day's work
in winter is ten hours, and the longest
day's work in summer is fifteen hours.

In Brunswick Colonol Fox reports
that tho method of farming Is' exten-
sive, and the soil is worked to give the
greatest possibleyield, especially whoro
the suzar beet Is raised. Here the de
mand for labor is extended, and in boet
raising all classes of hands aro em-

ployed. Country schools aro closed at
such periods that the children may help
in' weeding out the beets. On the larger
estates there nns families which have a
bit of land leased from tbd proprietor
at a nominal rental, tho members bind- -
ing themselves to work on tho estate.
Members of the family receive the
market wages.

In tho vicinity of G.indersheima man,
wife and child will earn 8184 per
annum. The proprietor of tho Wntsum
estate pays men 36 cents per day, sum-
mer and winter, working eleven hours
daily. Women bind tho grain behind
the scythe, and are paid for such work
30 to 64 cents per day. Men earn 60
to 71 cents.

Copsul Dittmer, at Stettin, reports
that proprietors of large estates use tho
American threshing machine to some
extent. Farm laborers are paid 37
cents per day. They generally llvo in
small nouses belonging to the estate.

In Alsace-Lorrain- e, Consul Mallow
states tli at the farm-owne- are combin-
ing for an 'exchange of work, and the
laborers are demanding higher wages.

Consul Tanner of Chembltz, Saxony,
writes that there are a large number
of ponds of nil sizes which stud the
Holds in all directions and aro a source
of income to- - the owners. These ponds
teem with carp which aro loft to shift
for thomseives until they are a year

j old,, when they are fit for the marcet,
bringing from 12 to 20 cents per pound.

I In the winter the ponds yield ice which
j is sold at a fair price The customary

wages pain ro nirea servants on larms
is $67 to men and $29 to women per
year with board. Field bands receive 63
cents per day without board, women 31
cents.

Consul Bishoff, of Sonnebcrgh, Thu-ringi- a,

states that in Slegcl's flannel
factory at Prcssneok common hands
are paid $1.67 per week, sp'.nners
$3.21. weavers $3.67.

In Bremen Consul Loening reports
that in the Osnabruck Iron-ste- el works
the wages paid per week of sixty hours
are $3 to $3.60 to ordinary laborers
and $6 to $6 to skilled hands.

In Breslau Consul Dithmar reports
that agricultural laborors are paid from
$19 to $24 in cash besides food and
cottage, and the wife of tho laborer is
bound to work in! the field at 19 cents
per day. Agricultural laborers are
paid in lderneld,25 cents per day with
board, or 66 to 62 without board.

SOWING BLUE-GRAS- S.

The Flan Adopted by Bobert Mitchell, the
Noted Indiana Agriculturist.

I will give you my plan of sowing
blue-gras- s, but first give you the Ken
tucky plan, as told by several Ken- -

uckiarmjrs at aatipuJl meeting
held at Lexington soma years ago.
Ono old gentleman said that ho mixed
his blue-gras- s seed with dirt, and in
February when the ground and
weather were both suited to work, ho
sowed his blue-grass- . Another one
said that ho mixed his seed w th lcaohy
ashes, and sowed It in that way when
the ground and weather were right.
After several hail given the r ideas of
seeding bluo-gras- s, I had to give them
my way, which Is as follows: I got
some thirty bushels of extra cleaned
seed; then I went to the saw-mi- ll and
got a load of saw-dust- . I spread a
layer of saw dust on the barn floor,
then ten bushels of bluo-gras- s seed,
then another layer of saw-dus- t, and so
on until tho bluo-gras- s seed was all
used up. I then took a rake and mixed
it thoroughly. When done mixing, I
shoveled all into the wagon and drove
to the field and went to work sowing,
taking as much in my hand at a time
as my hand would hold, of the saw-
dust ami blue-gras- s seed, and spread-
ing it like sowing oats by hand, aiming
to put two bushels of seed to the acre,
or at least a bushel and :t half to the
acre. ;'

The advantage of using saw-du- st

over dirt to mix with is. first, it is
much lighter to carry, and the saw-
dust being about the same buoyancy
as the blue grass seed, tho seed would
stick to tho saw-dus- t, which gave a
better spread of the seed. Tho objec-
tion to sowing dirt, besides the weight
was that when you throw vour hand-
ful out to spread It, the dirt being
much heavier than tho blue-gras- s sued,
would spread off by itself and not car-
ry the seed along with it.

Should you not got the amount of
seed you desire to put on the acre tho
first time of sowing, you can easily go
over tne ground a second time uy go-

ing crossways of the way you went
first. The amount of saw-dus- t you use
is not particular, but to begin with as
an experiment I would advise you to
tako three bushels of saw-du- and mix
twenty-on- e pounds of blue-gra- ss seed
with it; then measure off an acre as
near as you can, and try how evenly
you can spread the three bushels of
saw-du- st and twenty-on- e pounds of
blue-gro- ss seed on that aero. By tho
time you have done this, you have
learned about how to proportion your
seed and saw-dus- t, so as to give you an
even spread on tho field you want to
sow. Cor. Indiana Farmer.

WHEAT SWINDLERS.
The Latent Scheme for Extracting-- Money

From Cradnloos Farmer.
A new scheme for the saJta of red

wheat has been started in Ohio, and is
likely to be spread all over tho country.
Su farmers should bo on tho look-ou- t
tar the swindle. A has procured ma-
chinery by which ho separates tho large
from the small giains of wheat. The
agent or swindler takes tho large wheat
and goes to the farmer and represents
to him that It is n new kind of grain,
and that it Is raised by drilling in rows,
and cultivated liko "corn. The fellow
also represents somo firm who make a
new kind of cultivator, just the imple-
ment for cultivating this now kind of
wheat The agent is very modest in he
price of tills grain. He asks only thirty-fiv- e

dollars per bushel, and in making
a sale agrees to pay his farmer custo-
mer fifteen dollars per bushel for one half
of his next year's crop raised from this
seed. After procuring the farmer's note
for the seed wheat at thirty-fiv- e dollars
Eer

bushel, ho goes on his way seeking
next customer. To consummate the

scheme, in a few days a partner of this
man calls on the victim and inquires of
him if ho has bought any of that new
kind of cultivated wheat. His answer
in the aflirmativc, Swindler No. 2 offers
to contract for all the farmer's next
years' crop raised from the seed ho has
just bought, agreeing to pay $16 per
bushel. Tho farmer first informs him
that the other man had offered to tako
one-ha- lf his crop. But after a littlo
urging and by No. 2 offering to pay live
dollars on tho contract the farmer
thinking a bird in the hand worth two
in tho bush, accepts tho last offer and
signs a contract agreeing to sell Swin-
dler No. 2 all his next year's crop of
cultivated wheat at fifteen dollars per
bushel. Swindler No. 2 is then ready
for the next victim.

Theso parties are now operating their
schemo in Ohio, Pennsylvania and
Maryland, and will, no doubt, beforo
spring, bo in overy wheat-growin- g State
in tho Union. Look out for them.

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WASHINGTON'S WISDOM

How Hit Foreign Follcy Saved the Coun-
try from Feurlul Dlsaater.

During Washington's administration
the United States achieved political In-

dependence, but was nevertheless con-
nected by a thousand ties of commerce,
law and custom with the Old World.
Tho fierce revolution in Franco was in
part set in Hume by the example of
America; and when war broke out be-

tween England and France, there was
scarcely a man in America who did not
take sides in his mind with one country
or the other. Thero was the greatest
possible danger that the United States
would bo drawn into the quarrels of
Europe.

In the midst of all these commotions.
when tho very members of his cabinet
wcro acting and speaking as if they
wero tho servants either of England or
of France, Washington maintained his
impartiality, and saw to it that tho
Un'tcd States was kept out of European
disputes. What was tho result? Ho
saved the countrv from fearful disaster;
for he was like tho pilot that conducts
the ship through rapids and past dan-
gerous reefs. But lie himself su lie red
incredible contumely and reviling from
tho partisans who were
ready to plunge the countrv into the
dispute. "If ever a nation,'' said ono
newspaper, "was debauched by a man,
the American nation has been debauch-
ed by Washington. If ever a nation
was "deceived by a man, ths American
nation has been deceived by Washing-
ton. Let his conduct, then, be an ex-

ample to mature ages; let it serve to bo
a warning that no man may be an idol;
let tho history of tho Federal Govern-
ment instruct mankind that the mask
of patriotism may bo worn to conceal
the foulest des-gn- s against tho liberties
of tho people." That is tho way some
people wrote al out Washington when
he was President Horace E. Scudder,
in St. Nicholas.

"The Shah of Persia," says London
Truth, "appears to bo a model, fatherly
Sovereign. The ladies of Teheran re-

cently sent a deputation to him to com-
plain of the cafes, which are springing
up there on all sides. They set forth
that their husbands spent too much of
their timo there, and that the conse-qu-e

ce was 'a decrease in the develop-
ment of family life, and a blow to the
happiness of the domestic hearth.' The
next day his Persian Majesty ordered al
the cafes in the kingdom to be closed.'
